The Professor’ Report 
and Others 


The report of the 701 Program, by Profes- 
sor Charles Eliot, is one worthy of being read 
and studied. 

Of course he was well paid, and one thing that 
this column abhors is praising a person for 
doing the job he is paid to do - such as used to 
take up pages of the Town Report a few years 
ago, where each official would congratulate the 
others, all at the Tax Payer’s expense. 

Eliot has marshalled the facts, put them into 
order, and then explained them. The collection 
of the data was excellent. The editorial work 
was outstanding. One does not have to neces- 
sarily agree with the professor when one says 
the work is good. 

It is to be compared with another report, given 
to a Wilmington committee this week past, and 
prepared by the Middlesex County Conservation 
District. The report is one of a Natural 
Resources Program for Wilmington. Somebody, 
or a group of somebodies, were paid by the 
taxpayers to do the work. 

The report is hardly worth the paper on which 
it is presented. The facts are poorly marshalled, 
and the editorial work is such that one sus- 
pects the person who did it was using his left 

+ foot, 

It is refreshing to be able to read such a good 
work as that of Professor Eliot, when one has 
to read such poor work as that presented by 
the Middlesex Conservation District.

In the column to which Mrs. Coolidge refers, 
(a couple of weeks ago) there was a report 
that there was one scholarship award. It was 
not Mrs. Coolidge’s Donald, and it was before 
he was a finalist. Donald, of course, was one 
of the more brilliant students ever to pass 
through the Wilmington Public Schools. 

Now - if the reader please - just assume that 
the Town Crier has overlooked another - assume 
that there have been three Wilmington students 
in a decade to achieve the position of finalist 
in the National Merit Program. 

In that same decade, in Winchester, there were 
approximately two dozen. The Town Crier did 
not count - but in one year the Winchester head- 
line was that seven had been awarded scholar-

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ships, and in another year the headline was 
that five scholarships had been awarded. 

Three compared to approximately two dozen. 
That would mean, everything else being equal; 
that Winchester has eight times the popula’ 
of Wilmington. Actually the population of Win- 
chester is approximately twice that of 
Wilmington. 

Another interpretation could be that the Wil- 
mington students are stupid. That of course is 
ridiculous. 

The point is that the highly intelligent students 
of the Wilmington Schools are being short- 
changed. They do not get the backing that is 
given their competitors in the Winchester 
Schools, in the Reading Schools, and in others. 
In Wilmington it is the stenographers and 
secretaries who get the backing of the School 
Committee - and the John Hancock building in- 
Boston is filled to capacity with Wilmington 
girls. 

It is time that the Donald Coolidges and others 
of his intellectual capacity got a little assistance 
from the School Committee of Wilmington. 


That, Mrs. Coolidge, is the point. 


There must 


have been a dozen who could have achieved the 
same status as Donald - but no one in the 
School Department or School Committee ever 
bothered to care about intellectuals.
